The drawings are objected to as generally failing the requirements of 37 CFR 
1 .84 as the drawings appear to be informal. The cross hatching of the material of the 
valve is questionable and the solid black indicative of a seal(s) is indistinguishable. 
Additionally, the reference numerals are not neat and uniform. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to'be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
reference numeral "31" used to apparently identify internal threads (see claims 6 and 
13) is not discussed nor is the features of claims 6 and 13 explicitly described in the 
Detailed Description portion of the specification. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

I) The species illustrated in Fig. 1. 

II) The species illustrated in Fig. 2. 

The species are independent or distinct because they mutually exclusive and 
capable of supporting separate patents. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 2, 7, 10, 11 and 16 appear to be 
generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
